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MOTION TO DISMISS 

Ballard Rural Teleplione Cooperative Corporation, Inc. (“Ballard Rural”), by couiisel, 

hereby inoves tlie Public Service Cornmission of the Coniinoiiwealtl.1 of Kentucky (tlie 

“Corrunission”), to dismiss the application for adjustments in existirig Cable Television 

Attaclmieiit Tariffs of Jacltson Purchase Energy Corporation (“Jacltson Purchase”). In support of 

its motion, Rallard Rural states as follows. 

As the Coinmission recognized in In The Matter ofi Big Rivers Electric Corporation ’s 

Proposed Meclznnisin to Credit Customers’ Ainozmts Recovered in Juclicinl Pi-oceecliiigs 

Iizvolviiig Fziel Procureiizent Contracts, Case No. 94-453, 1997 Icy. PUC L,EXIS 16, February 

21, 1997, “[c]oui-ts have generally held that regulatory coininissions may not establish rates 

based on a single expense or revenue so~~rce.” Id. at 3. 

The rule against single-issue rateinalsing recognizes that the 
revenue foiinula is designed to determine the revenue requirement 
based on the aggregate costs and demand of the utility. Therefore, 
it would be improper to consider changes to components of the 
revenue requirement in isolation. Often times a change in one item 
of tlie revenue foiinula is offset by a coil-esponding change in 
another coniponent of tlie formula. 

Id. at 3-4 (quoting Business & Professional People foi- the Public Iiitemst v. Illiiiois Coiizrizerce 

Commission, 585 N.E.2d 1032 (Ill. 1991)). While exceptions to the general rule against single- 

issue rate cases exist in order to coinply with federal statutes such as the Federal Clean Air Act
